Yesterday was the second day of the 
sixth annual session of the General Con- 
gregatioral Association for Southern 
California, now sitting in East Los An- 
geles. The number of delegates was 
considerably increased over that re- 


108 names recorded inthe register of 
delegates and visitors. 

The meeting was called to order at 9 
2.m. by the moderator, Rev. E. E. P. 
Abbott, and Rev. Bristol occupied. the 
time until 9:30 o’clock with a:very in- 
teresting discourse upon . the oly 
Spirit. 

Dr. J. H. Warren, a member of the 
association in the north patt of the 
State, made some encouraging remarks 
and presented the greetings of the sis- 
ter organization, . 

Dr. Harwood presented the report of 
the Committee on Temperance, show- 
ing the growth and progress of public 
sentiment in favor of the movement. . 

The report was discussed at some 
length and several changes made in the 
wording. following resolutions 
were finally adopted: 

' Resolved, that we, as Christians and as 
members and ministers of the Congrega- 
tional churches of Southern California, 
pledge our constant efforts by example and 
influence againstand we are unalterably 


against the liquor traffic and the drink 
habit. 


Resolved, that we advise against the usé 
of alcoholice wine at the communion table, 

Resolved, also, that while we look upon 
the church of Christ as the great temper. 
ancé organization, we extend our ‘hearty 
good will and God speed to every organiza- 
tion that is laboring with us to destroy for- 
ever the saloon and the saloon power. 

Resolved, that we especially commend 
any great temperance movement in which 
all opponents of the saloon may unite.

The regular monthly meeting of the 
Southern California World’s Fair Asso- 
ciation Executive Committee was held 
in the rooms of the Chamber of Com- 
merce at 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon, 
with Warren C. Kimball in the chair 
and Frank Wiggins acting as secretary.

Among the reports of the standing 
committees Mr. Jones, chairman of the 
Tree Committee, reported that the list 
of trees sent to the State Commission 
to form California’s outdoor exhibit 
comprises from San Diego county 1890 
trees, shrubs, plants and flowers; San 
Bernardino county, 68 trees, and Los 
Angeles county 990 trees, shrubs and 
flowers. San Diego proposes sending in 
her collection a date palm 100 years 
old. Santa Barbara reports that she 
will send two palm trees fifty feet high. 

The special committee on canned 
goods reported that it had ordered 141 
dozen fruit jars and that San Diego and 
| Ventura each had sentin an order for 

one-sixth of this amount.- The commit- 

tee was instructed to order such jars 
for domestic canning as each county 
would require. 

The balance of the standing commit- 
tees reported progress. The commit- 
tee to whom was referred the matter of 
preparing a certificate of honorary 
membership to the Southern California 
World’s Fair Association reported that 
the Los Angeles Lithograph Company 
had made the lowest bid, and that the 
plan submitted would be acceptable 
with a few alterations. It is the inten- 
tion of the committee to have the cer- 
tificates out by the Ist of July. 

In the discussion that arose as to how 
the district should make her exhibit in 
the State building the following resolu- 
tion was unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, That in making a district ex. 
hibit, as provided for in resolutions adopted 
at the meeting of this executive board held

SCIBNCE IN THE PARLOR. 

The pleasant parlors of William A. 
Spalding, of Tur Times, presented an 
animated appearance on Tuesday even- 
ing. Some thirty ladies and gentlemen 
were gathered inthe three rooms 
which, thrown into one for the occasion, 
formed an ample audience chamber. A 
large table cOvered with eléctrical ap- 
paratus was under the care of Prof. 
a and skilfully manipulated by 

im, 

After the guests were assembled Mr. 
Spalding delivered an address review- 
ing the past history and present state 
of electrical science, and by means of a 
few brilliant experiments illustrated 
the varions methods of producing elec- 
trical manifestations. Beginning with 
a piece of amber, called by the ancient 
Greeks ‘electron’ he excited it by 
friction so that it would attract bits of 
paper. Then a giass disk was made to. 
revolve rapidly in close proximity to 
another at rest and sufficient electricity 
was generated to produce lightning-like 
discharges several inches in length, ac- 
companied by sharp and almost alarm- 
ing detonations. 

The next stage of electrical develop- 
ment was the production of a current 
by chemical action, and this was exem- 
plified in a battery formed by a succes- 
sion of cells containing a solution which 
acts on metallic plates and produces 
rapid decomposition. This process is 
generally employed on telegraphic and 
telephonic lines. - 

Lastly, the principle of the dynamo 
and the electric motor was clearly eluci- 
dated. The current is produced bya re- 
volving armature rapidly traversing the 
field of magnets. The highestefficiency

Row is or was intended to be. ' 
Just south of the White House is a spa- 
cious fitid, somewhat improved as a park. | 
It is government property, but has been 
put to no other use than as a puljic drive- 
way—a track, which describes a circle and 
measures about one-half mile around, be- 
ing its chief feature. It is known as the 
White Lot, and here visiting military com- 
panies and secret socicties have their en- 
campments of parades. It feally is a 
tharming spot, not so much in itself as in 
its surroundings. On one side are the war, 
state and navy building—the most preten- 
tious public structure in Washington, the 
Capitol alone excepted—the White House 
andthetreasury. Onthe oppositesideisthe 
Washington monument, with the yellow 
waters of the Potomac and the green hills 
of Arlington showing in the vista beyond. 
In one corner are the White House stables. 
Thus surrounded, it may easily be imag- 
ined that the White Lot, with its splendid 
half mile track, is a favorite drive. Two

Heregards electricity 
as nothing but the manifestation of 
force, which like gravitation pervades 
all matter, anditis only the disturb- 
ance of the operation of this force 
which causes electrical manifestations. 
He thinks the sun and all the planets 
are great dynamos, and are conse- 
quently centers of prodigiou- electrical 
energy. According to this philosophy 
every atom of matter is endowed with 
aéspiral rotary motion and communi- 
cates that spiral trend to the molecule, 
the mass, the planet, the system and 
the aggregation of systems constituting 
the universe.

The City Funding Bonds. 
It is evident that the City Council, at 
its meeting of May 24, acted with 
undue haste in awarding to R. G. Lunt 
the sale of the $320,000 funding botids’ 
at a commission of 2 per cent. (reach- 
ing atotal of over $6400,) for the 
reason,,first, that the charter provides 
that ‘ho bonds of the city should be sold 
for less than par; second, because no 
sufficient opportunity was given for 
competitive bids; and, third, because, 
after the first advertisement, the bonds 
were changed so as to make the inter- 
est payable semi-annuaily instead of an- 
nually and the principal payable in gold 
coin—thus clearly enhancing the value. 
of the bonds by from 8 to 5 per cent. 
After these changes and the first award 
had been made, the Farmer's and Mer- 
chant’s Bank came forward with an 
offer to take $100,000 of the bonds at 
par, Manager Hellman explaining per- 


sonally to the Council that the changes 


above noted had put a different phase 
upon the transaction, and enabled 
him to make the higher offer. 
The Council thereupon reconsidered 
action of week before, 
and passed a motion to readver- 
tise for bidders for the sale of the bonds. 
This motion lies over, as it had to be 
referred to the City Attorney, City 
Treasurer and the'Finance Committee, 
to pass upon its legality.

Other bids at par may be received for 
the balance of the $320,000, thus say- 
ing the city a handsome sum.

THE SHIPS OF COLUMBIJS. 
A Deecription of the Great Discoverer’s 
Little Squadron, 

The approach of the 400th anniversary 
of the discovery of America cannot fail 
to awaken a reverence for the Genoese 
mariner whose intrepid daring and en- 
thusiasm changed the destiny of man- 
kind. 

Columbus was by profession a sailor, 
and his great maritime knowledge won 
for him the command of ‘many ships. 
During his numerous voyages he formed 
his purpose of ‘sailing westward to finda 
It was at the little 
Spanish port of Palos that Columbus | 
prepared the expedition for which Fer- 
4 dinandand_Isabella had supplied the 
‘means. 

Of his three ships the Santa Maria, 
the flagship of the little squadron, was 
being 


of about equal size. Gelumbes chose 
three small ships rather than one large 
vessel, with the hope that out of the 
three one at least would weather the 
stormy passage and live to return. 


They were designed and constructed 
upon a model of the old type of craft 
known as the taravel, which included in 
its class all vessels from 50 to 100 —— 
with or without decks, © 

The Santa Maria was no larger than 
the little schooners engaged in fishing 
on the Great Banks, or‘about equal in 
tonnage to the stanch pilot boats which 
cruise along our coast in all weathers, 
This vessel upon which Columbus sailed 
was eighty-five feet long, twenty-four 
feet wide and drew eight feet of water. 
Her bottom was made very flat, in order 
that she might be run upon the shore or 
sandy ‘beach without .undue strain to 
her timbers. Her extreme width was ‘at 
the water line where the hull bulges out 
several feet beyond the upper structure 
at the deck. This form of ‘tumbling 
home,” a’ it is termed in the vernacular 
of the sailor, is rarely seen in ships ot 
modern design and construction, ail- 
though this baild can be seen in a modi- 
fied degree in many of the old frigates: 
now relegated to ‘‘ordinary” in our navy 
yards. Ancient shipbuilders held that 
bulging out the sides of a vessel pre- 

vented her rolling in a heavy sea, and 
accordingly her decks would not be ex- 
posed to to the sweep of heavy surges 


The Santa Maria had but one deck. 


There are 13,000,000 now in the public | At the bow was a house called the fore- 


castle, in which the petty officers slept 
and also a part of the crew. Across the 
stern of the ship was a@.second house 
called the after castle; above-which ran 
a deck called the poop deck or quarter 
deck. A small watch tower was erected 
on the poop deck as the post of duty for 
the officer of the watch.: The admiral 
of the fleet occupied the after cabin, the 
officers of high rank being. permitted to 
share it with him, while the rest ‘of the 
crew was quartered in the hold and in 
such parts of the ship as were not util- 
ized for stowing provisions and ballast. 

The after part of these ships towered 
“many feet above the crest of the wave. 
and when runuing before heavy follow- 
ing seas the deckhouses were rarely 
swept by them, no matter how severe 
the gale before which the ship was 
driven. 

The Pinta and Nina, sister ships of 
the squadron, were about seventy feet 
in length, the Nina, however, being a 
little smaller in tonnage than the Pinta. 
These vessels were not decked fore and 
aft like the Santa Maria, although each 
had deckhouses, or castles, at the bow 
and stern. 

Today it would be a foolhardy venture 


mission across a boisterous sea. Yet 
these ships were constructed so solidly 
of well seasoned oak timber, planked 


with fir and secured by heavy iron bolts, 
as to withstand the battle of the elements 
during that long and weary journey 
over the trackless Atlantic. 

On account of these shipe being built 
high at the ends and low amidships, 
high seas would often be taken upon the 
decks when sailing with a side wind, 
and to prevent this. high stanchions of 
posts were inserted in the upper plank 
of the rails, to which scréens of heavy 
canvas were laced, making a temporary 
bulwark, which proved to be very effec- 
tive in keeping out the water. In the 
case of the twosmaller ships heavy mats 
4 and large tarpaulins were stretched | 


running into the holds and swamping 
them; the vessels of four centuries ago 
were not supplied with pumps. 

The Santa Maria was rigged with four
